Although the facts about the 


upcoming re-assessment 
program have been published 
several times in this newspaper I 
rechecked with the Hope School 
District 1-A administrative office 
this morning. Here are the 
confirmed facts: 


The reassessment program as 


approved by the local district 
board 
covers 
property 


assessment in the Hope district 
alone; however, other districts in 
the county may join in the 
program if they desire—and the 
Washington district has ex- 
pressed this wish. 


Therefore the revaluation for 


tax purposes will apply in the 
Hope and Washington districts 
only. 


The letter-writer's 
figure 


putting the outside appraisers' 
cost at $100,000 is something 
Charles Jones just dreamed up 
out of his hat. The correct figures 
have already been published. 


A reappraisal of the Hope 


district alone will cost ap- 
proximately $37,000. The cost for 
the entire county would be about 
$78,000. 


These figures have already 


been published. Why Charles 
Jones chose to disregard them 
and use the fictitious $100,000 
sum is clear enough. He's a 
hostile witness, as the lawyers 
say—and so he resorts to the 
oldest of political tricks: Invent 
your own figures.

20 Missing 
From Tanker, 
11 Rescued 


PORTSMOUTH, Va. (AP) - 


At least 20 men were missing 
today from the tanker Texaco 
Oklahoma, which broke in two 
in heavy seas about 120 miles 
northeast of Cape 
Hatteras, 


N.C. Eleven crewmen were res- 
cued from a life raft. 


Most of the men were from 


the Port Arthur, Tex., area. 


The tanker was loaded with 


220,000 barrels of oil. 


The Coast Guard said it was 


a mystery why nearly two- 
thirds of the crewmen appar- 
ently didn't escape the sinking 
ship early Saturday. 


It was 36 hours after the 661- 


foot vessel broke in two in 15- 
foot seas and winds of 40 to 60 
knots before the Coast Guard 
learned of the tragedy. 


The word came in the form 


of two messages from the Lib- 
erian freighter Sasstown saying 
it had picked up 11 survivors in 
a life raft. 


Both messages, the Coast 


Guard said, reported 20 crew- 
men missing—last seen by the 
survivors as they abandoned 
the stern section of the 20,084- 
ton tanker about 5:30 a.m. Sun- 
day. 


A Texaco spokesman in Port 


Arthur, said however that 
records showed 42 crewmen 
aboard. 


The Sasstown, en route to 


New York, sighted the life raft 
about 4 p.m. Sunday. 


The Coast Guard had difficul- 


ty learning details of what hap- 
pened, but a spokesman said 
one message from the Sasstown 
quoted the survivors as 'saying 
the stern section they aban- 
doned sank half an hour after- 
ward. 


They were^reBO^ed to have 


saitf the other crewmen Were 
scattered throughout the rest of 
the ship, which they saw for 
the last tune at midnight, 18% 
hours after they launched the 
raft. They did not see the rest 
of the ship sink, nor did they 
see any other rafts, the Coast 
Guard said. 


By the time the Coast Guard 


got a plane into the air late 
Sunday, all it found was a huge 
oil slick.

would authorize the President 
to abolish student deferments 
as of last April 23 and increase 
nonmilitary conscientious ob- 
jector service from two to three 
years. 


The House vote is planned 


Wednesday 
or Thursday. If 


passed, as expected, the bill 
goes to the Senate where its 
fate is uncertain. 


The draft opponent's strategy 


is to try first to abolish the en- 
tire Selective Service System. 
This failing, they will propose 
keeping the system intact but 
halting drafts when the present 
law expires next June 30. 


If there is no success after 


that next in the strategy is an 
amendment to extend the draft 
one year instead of two.

ma, Helen Gallagher and Hal 
Linden in the song-and-dance 
department. 


The 25th anniversary presen- 


tations of the silver medallions 
for 
"distinguished 
achieve- 


ment" were made Sunday night 
during a two-hour-plus telecast 
from the Palace Theater over 
the ABC network during which 
a stellar galaxy reprised hit 
songs from past musical cham- 
pions. 


There weren't any real sur- 


prises among the winners- 
voted upon by about 450 repre- 
sentatives of stage guilds, craft 
unions and the press. But the 
loudest ovations greeted the 
awards to three veteran ac- 
tresses, Miss Stapleton, Miss 
Gallagher and Patsy Kelly. 


Miss Stapleton, honored for 


her portrayal in the "Ginger- 
bread Lady," won a Tony pre- 
viously in 1951. Miss Gallagher, 
of "No, No, Nanette," also got 
a Tony for supporting work 
back in 1952. 


For Miss Kelly, taking the 


supporting 
musical 
actress 


award for "No, No, Nanette," 
there was special sentimental 
significance, for it was at the 
Palace when she was 12 that 
she made her New York debut 
in a vaudeville chorus. 


As her name was announced,

carpeted steps to the stage and 
after the traditional thanking of 
everybody quipped: "Now I'm 
going home and faint."

Pakistani 
Rebels Are 
Holding Out 


By MYRON BELKIND

NEW DELHI (AP) — East 


Pakistani rebels were reported 
holding out at various points tp- 
day, but the West Pakistani 
army appeared to be in control 
of Dacca, the provincial capi- 
tal. 


The rebel radio claimed that 


fighting was continuing in Dac- 
ca, in the port city of Chitta- 
gong and in the towns of Rang- 
pur and Khulna. But the gov- 
ernment's Radio Pikistan said 
the situation in the eastern 
province was returning to nor- 
mal, 
with all government em- 


ployes returning to work today, 
banks reopening and the curfew 
in Dacca lifted from 7 a.m. to 5 
p.m. 


The rebel and government ra- 


dios were the only remaining 
sources of news from the Ben- 
gali half of Pakistan since all 
foreign correspondents were ex- 
pelled from Dacca over the 
weekend. But Associated Press 
correspondent Arnold Zeitlin re- 
ported on his arrival in Ceylon 
Sunday from Dacca that the 
government troops were in full 
control of the provincial capi- 
tal. 


Zeitlin said between 5,000 and 


7,000 persons 
were believed 


killed in fighting Friday and 
Saturday. Sheik Mujibur Rah- 
man, the Bengali political lead- 
er who had been campaigning 
to end West Pakistan's control 
of the eastern province, was re- 
ported in army custody. Thou- 
sands fled the city, Zeitlin said. 


Joe Schlesinger, a Canadian 


Broadcasting Corp. correspond- 
ent, also reported that "the 
army was clearly in control" 
when he left Dacca early Satur- 
day. 


"If there is any challenge to 


the army's rule," Schlesinger 
said in Vancouver, "it's prob- 
ably coming from the small 
towns in the countryside and it 
may take years before the Ben- 
gali army can even hope to 
challenge the Pakistani army 
successfully." 


He said East Pakistani sup- 


port of Sheik Mujib's Awami 
league, the province's political 
party, "is absoltely unbelie- 
veable." 


He said he did not think the 


"thirst for Bengali indepen- 
dence or Bengali autonomy" 
would die out, but "I don't 
think they have enough arms at 
the moment 
to do anything 


about the army's power."

VATICAN 
CITY (AP) - 


Wearing a top hat and tails, 
President Tito of Yugoslavia 
conferred for more than an 
hour with Pope Paul VI today. 
He was the first Communist 
chief of state to pay an official 
visit to the Roman Catholic 
pontiff. 


The Pope praised Tito for 


seeking 
"peace 
and 
inter- 


national collaboration." He also 
assured all Communist govern- 
ments that the Church fore- 
swears interference in the af- 
fairs of any state. 


He hailed the improving rela- 


tions between the Vatican and 
Yugoslavia as an exmple of 
how 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 


Church and Communist coun- 
tries can live peacefully togeth- 
er. 


"The Church demands noth- 


ing but legitimate liberty to ex- 
ert its spiritual ministry and of- 
fer its loyal services to men— 
both individual and in commu- 
nity-outside of all other per- 
sonal interests alien to its reli- 
gious and moral mission," the 
Pope declared in a formal ad- 
dress he read to his visitor. 


The pontiff spoke in the papal 


library after his private talk 
with Tito, carried on with only 
interpreters present. 


Tito spoke without a prepared 


text, apparently to underscore 
the friendliness of the meeting, 
and the Vatican did not release 
his remarks immediately. 


Dressed in white vestments, 


the Pope shook hands with the 
78-year-old Yugoslav leader and 
his wife, Jovanka, when they 
arrived at the door of the papal 
apartment in the Apostolic Pal- 
ace. 


Thousands of police sealed off 


St. Peter's Square and lined the 
route of the motorcade. But 
there were no demonstrators 
and few spectators to see the 
Vatican limousines flying the 
yellow and white pennat of the 
Holy See alongside the red star 
of Communist Yugoslavia. 


The audience was the final 


official act of Tito's five-day 
fence-mending state visit to 
Italy. The earlier events of 
Tito's visit symbolized the reap- 
prochement that has developed 
steadily since the Italian-Yu- 
goslav agreement on Trieste in 
1954. 
Today's audience sym- 


bolized the improvement of re- 
lations between the Church and 
the Yugoslav state. 


than 1,000 miles of Indian terri- 
tory; the chief link between 
them is their common Moslem 
religion. Although the East Pa- 
kistanis outnumber the West 
Pakistanis, the latter have al- 
ways dominated the

government and the army and 
thus controlled the country. 


When the Awami League won

from West Pakistan out of their 
barracks to smash the nation- 
alist rebellion. 


Sheik Mujib's Free Bengali 


Radio said that the Pakistani 
navy shelled Chittagong Sunday 
night, and troops who had ar- 
rived by ship from Karachi 
three days ago finally dis- 
embarked but had to fight their 
way into the city.

Dear Dr. Lamb — We are 


members of the sheet metal 
loc:J and would like to ask 
some questions. We all work 
in an enclosed shop where a 
iork lift causes fumes and 
smoke comes.from the spray 
and paint booth. These fumes 
are causing the m e n to 
become nauseated, sleepy, 
have headaches 
and also 


eye-burning. 
The 
fork 
lift 


uses regular gas and is used 
to unload heavy trucks and 
for other duties. Can carbon 
monoxide and paint fumes 
cause these symptoms? Is 25 
per cent carbon monoxide 
dangerous? And is 50 per 
cent dangerous in an en- 
closed building? 
Can you 


please tell us what per cent 
carbon monoxide is danger- 
ous where the ventilation is 
very poor? 


Dear Reader—Carbon mon- 


oxide is a dangerous poison. 
It combines with the iron 
pigment, hemoglobin, in the 
red blood cell, and prevents 
transport of life-giving oxy- 
gen to the body. In many re- 
spects it has the effects of 
very high altitude or ad- 
vanced anemia. In extreme 
cases, a person dies from 
lack of oxygen to his brain 
and other vital tissues. This 
is how 
carbon monoxide 


causes loss of consciousness 
and death. 


A little bit of carbon mon- 


oxide in the blood does not 
cause death and, like losing 
a little bit of blood or a mild 
anemia, may cause no symp- 
toms. Or, depriving the body 
of oxygen, carbon monoxide 
can cause vomiting, head- 
aches, excessive sweating, 
dizziness, faintness and even- 
tually collapse. 


A common source for car- 


bon monoxide is the gasoline 
internal combustion engine, 
which I assume is what you 
are describing as the fork 
lift. How dangerous the car- 
bon monoxide is depends on 
both the size of the engine 
and the closed space. The 
important measurement is 
the actual concentration of

carbon monoxide in the air. 
If the air has 1 per cent car- 
bon monoxide, half of the 
hemoglobin in the body will 
be bound within 15 minutes. 
In less than half an hour it 
can be fatal. This is far be- 
low the figures you have 
quoted, but they apply to the 
room air 
that the men 


breathe and not the exhaust 
from the engine. 


The only way to check this 


problem is to measure the 
carbon monoxide content in 
the air. If 20 per cent or 
more of the blood is com- 
bined with carbon monoxide, 
it will usually cause symp- 
toms and 80 per cent is 
usually fatal. 


Incidentally, those 
men 


who smoke cigarettes could 
significantly 
decrease 
the 


amount of carbon monoxide 
they are getting in their 
lungs if they stopped smok- 
ing. 
A heavy c i g a r e t t e 


smoker has 10 per cent of the 
h e m o g l o b i n in his blood 
stream combined with car- 
bon m o n o x i d e from the 
cigarette. 


Regarding the paint spray, 


it depends on what, is in the 
paint. Some people are al- 
lergic to certain fumes of 
paint. If aniline dyes are 
present in any of the work, 
it can also combine with the 
hemoglobin in the blood 
stream and contribute to the 
problem.
